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Claims 1,3,10,12,14-16,18-20,28,30,36,37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Han et 
al 11/99 "Control... Si/Si02 Superlattice". 

Han teaches a superlattice including erbium at 0.2 atomic percent. Claims 1 and 
3 are anticipated or at least obvious as 0.2 atomic percent is apparently at least 10E18 
or 10E20 ions/cm3 considering Avagadro's number is in the range of 10E23. Claim 10 
is rejected as the layers of Han are "uniform". Claim 12 is rejected as the superlattice 
structure of Han defines a spatially variable crystal field. There is no particular variable 
claimed which would unequivocally distinguish over Han. Claims 14-16 are rejected as 
the layers are "ultra-thin", non-bulk, and less than 1000 angstroms. Claims 18-20 are 
rejected as the Han superlattice layers comprise two different thickness, different 
composition, repeating layers. Claims 28 and 30 are rejected because erbium and 
silicon substrate are practiced. Claims 36 and 37 are rejected as silicon on insulator 
structure is an obvious substrate for silicon devices in order to reduce parasitic effects, 
and the silicon oxide with Er active layer has approximately the same lattice constant as 
an underlying silicon substrate. There is no particular active layer composition claimed 
which would apparently structurally distinguish over the erbium doped silicon oxide layer 
of Han. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
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F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement.

Claims 1-3,10,12-21,28,30,36,37,46 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,734,453. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because they are directed to a silicon based 
superlattice with rare earth doping.
